REPORT OF EYREMORE CIRCUIT 
May 1, 1922, to May 1, 1923. 

The people of Eyremore circuit have 
just sent their pastor, Rev. N. W. Whit- 
more, and C. R. Westgate, as lay delce 
gate, to the annual conference of the 
Methodist Church, Alberta, now meet- 
ing in Edmonton. The occasion makes 
it appropriate for a statement of church 
affairs and activities. 

The circuit as now organized com- 
prises five preaching places. Badger 
Lake and Adler alternate with Miea 
and Bow Slope for fortnightly servicer, 
Bow City having a weekly Sunday ev- 
ening service. There are three Sunday 
schools, Mica, Row City and Bow Slope, 
superintendents being Mrs. Mark Har- 
ris, D. A. Scroggie and W. S. Evans, 
respectively. There are two ladies’ 
organizations that have directly aided 
church work, namely, the Bow City 
Ladies’ Aid, an experienced organiza- 
tion of some years’ standing, and a 
Ladies’ Clnb at Bow Slope, which was 
responsible for a number of social 
items during the past year. 
ger Lake, Midway and Adler U.F.W.A. 
locals have also undertaken work from 
which the church benefitted materially. 
It is to be regretted thut scattered
